MAD MIKE SEZ QUITE A LOT, AND M ADMIKE CAN 

Acoustics is the science ol how sound reacts in a certain en- 
vironment and how we percieve those sounds. For example, take 
the sound in the Empty Keg-please! (old joke, sorry.) Anyway, 
each room has it T s own problems as far as doing nasty things to 
the sound. Graphic equalizers are a much hyped solution to room 
induced problems. However, they are quite ineffective to any but 
the most general of room problems and are but little more than 
fancy tone controls. 

To see why, we have to investigate the nature of this acou- 
stic problem. We’ve all made a one note J Hemholtz resonator 
by blowing air over the mouth of a bottle. Most of us noticed 
as the liquid level got lower so did the note. If rooms were 
shaped like bottles, then to keep that one note resonance from 
coloring(distorting) the sound would be comparatively easy. But, 
rooms are rectangular and have axial resonance modes. In other 
words they boom. These problems occur at low frequencies and each 
room has different ones. Typical graphic equalizers only have a 
few controls in the low frequencies so they can’t really tackle 
the problems we face. Professional EQ’s designed specifically to 
handle feedback problems can have up to 31 tone controls per cha- 
nnel. Acoustical control of the sound in a specific environment 
is a tricky business and even today is as much of an art as it is 
a science.

Once again the OSPersonell 
have posed a pertinent question for 
myself to ponder and then propose 
a possible and plausible explan- 
ation for. 

I believe the problem relates 
to the amplification system. The 
fact is, too little amplifier power 
can produce too much. That is, unrl 
der certain operating conditions, 
such as when volume controls are 
set too high or when input signals 
are too great, the amp. can exceed 
its published output. The power 
of an amp, is rated with reference 
to a given level of total harmonic 
distortion. So when an amp. is 
overdriven in order to acheive more 
output than specified, it will do 
so, but at a much higher distortion 
level . 

The solution? Get amplifiers 
that will provide more power than 
you will need, and don’t "overdrive 
or clip" the amplifier. If clipp- 
ing occurs regularly it would be a 
good idea to turn the volume do wn 
or get a bigger amp!
